I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1970. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 
BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was 
240,  as  compared  with  21+2  the  previous ‘year  ,-j  The  Standardised 
Birth  Rate  was  16.6,  as  compared  with  16.7  the  previous  year. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  w^s  16,0,  *  • 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age -of  one 
year  was  3,  as  compared  vith  5  the  previous  year.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  (i.e.  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live  births) 
was  13,  as  compared  with  21  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  18.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was 
28,  compared  with  25  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  23. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  the  general  population 
was  11.2,  compared  wi  h  10.9  the  previous  year.  The  Death 
Tate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7.  '  Of*  the  total  deaths 

for  all  ages,  namely,  255,  150  occurred  in  people  aged  75  years 
and  over.  As  in  previous  years,  the  major  causes  of  death 
were,. Heart  Disease,  64,  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System 
(strokes),  42,  and  Cancer,  49. 

INFECTIOUS  PISE 4SES 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
127,  compared  with  151  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  Was  mainly 
accounted  for  by  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
notified,  103,  compared  with  143  the  previous  year. 


As  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  I  should  like  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  the 
Council,  from  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  from  the  Members  of 
the  Staff.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  YEAR 


The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General 
shows  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  after  correction  has 
been  made  for  transfers  to  the  normal  place  of  residence 
of  the  individuals  concerned.  From  these  figures  can  be 
calculated  the  ’'crude'1  birth  and  death  rates.  As,  however, 
the  highest  mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life, 
and  industrial  areas  in  general  have  a  larger  proportion 
of  people  living  in  the  middle  age  periods  of  life,  some 
correction  must  be  made  for  the  irregularities  of  distribution 
as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  otherwise  the  death  rate  will 
afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the  healthiness  of  one 
district  with  another.  This  comparability  factor  is  furnished 
by  the  Registrar  General  and  applied  to  the  "crude"  birth  or 
death  rate,  give  a  standardised  rate  and  enables  comparison 
to  be  made  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  or  with  rates 
of  other  districts.

The  Standardised  De.  th  Rate  was  *11,-2,  The  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11  .7.  The  following  table  shows  the  age  and 
six  incidence  as  well  as  the  causes  of  death.  It  will  be  noted 
that  amongst  the  males,  of  the  121  deaths,  33  occurred  between  the 
age,  of.  65  and  75,  and  55  oven  the  age  of  75.  Of  the  females, 
out  of  the  total  of  134  deaths,  22  occurred  between  the  age  of 
65  and  75,  and -95  were  over  75.
